Effective  August  4th,  the  duties 
of  the  Hotline  Team  will  be 
expanded.  In  addition  to 
sending  relays  that  come  in  via  text  and  voice 
file,  the  team  will  now  send  calls  to  the  often 
overlooked  categories,  Expansion  and  Bio. 
Though  the  team  will  earn  points  for  their 
efforts,  you  will  not  lose  the  coverage  and  your 
points  remain  the  same. 

There  will  be  a  brief  grace  period  after  you 
send  a  page.  If  it  is  not  sent  to  all  appropriate 
categories,  the  alert  will  be  retransmitted. 

Relay  credit  will  not  be  given  to  pages  that  are 
retransmitted  by  Hotline  members. 

This  new  procedure  will  help  circumvent 
ongoing  issues  with  people  forgetting  to 
send  the  page  to  multiple  category  types.  It 
will  also  assist  those  dispatchers  who  do  not 
have  access  to  those  groups.  If  you  would  like 
to  know  more  about  the  add  on  categories, 
please  contact  support.  We  are  happy  to  set  up 
a  member  who  wants  to  actively  page  to  the 
additional  groups.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

The  Roman  emperor  Augustus  is  credited 
with  instituting  a  corps  of  firefighting  vigils 
("watchmen")  in  24  BC.  Regulations  for 
checking  and  preventing  fires  were  developed. 
In  the  preindustrial  era  most  cities  had 
watchmen  who  sounded  an  alarm  at  signs 
of  fire.  The  principal  piece  of  firefighting 


equipment  in  ancient  Rome 
and  into  early  modern  times 
was  the  bucket,  passed  from 
hand  to  hand  to  deliver 
water  to  the  fire.

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The  numbers  for  June  are  in  and  there  are 
some  interesting  changes  in  position.

We  were  even 
more  frustrated  than  you  but  they  were  just 
temporary  setbacks. 


When  it  was  all  said  and  done. 
New  York  beat  Florida  for  the 
month.  This  is  the  first  time  in  a 
long  time  that  New  York  beat  out 
everyone  else.  Well  done!  Florida 
fell  to  second  with  the  California 
chapters  taking  third.  CAL  once 
again  beat  out  the  dispatchers 
in  Los  Angeles  despite  the  many 
active  locals.  Perhaps  this  is  a 
result  of  the  Orange  County  feeds 
being  off  line?  Fingers  crossed 
that  they  will  return  soon. 

Illinois  broke  1,000  incidents 
moving  up  to  fourth  place. 

The  trickle  down  caused  PEN, 
MAS  and  Texas  to  move  down 
a  spot.  The  new-found  activity 
in  the  Texas  chapters  brought 
them  within  eight  alerts  of  the 
Massachusetts  Chapter  despite 
the  Bay  State's  consistent  effort 
and  solid  numbers. 

In  the  final  spot  the  flip  flop 
continues  with  Wisconsin  beating 
the  Jersey  gang  by  45  alerts.  Connecticut  is 
still  in  the  running  with  just  20  calls  less  than 
New  Jersey.  Each  of  these  states  has  a  chance 
to  make  the  chart  with  just  a  little  more  effort. 

In  some  cases,  only  one  more  incident  each 
day  would  make  the  difference.  Keep  up  the 
great  work!
